Consmwzrie how full.are the returns 
issued every three months from the 
Statistical Department of the Customs 
in: the: well-known Quarterly Gazette, 
it might be thought that there 

be little left for Mr. McKean, the Statis- 
tical Secretary, to say in his annual 
report, but he has’ contrived to write 
four very interesting pages. ‘The natu- 
ral opening of his remarks is a compa- 
ison of the total imports and exports 
for the year with those of the two pre- 
ceding years, 1890 at the first glance 
showing largely increased volume of 
imports and a largely diminished volume 
of exports, a state of things which 
economists .with proclivities towards 
protection would regard with strong dis- 
satisfaction, as showing that the balance 
of trade was heavily against China, and 
that she was being drained of her 
wealth by.the grasping foreigner. The 
following are the figures :—

According to this showing the value 
of the total exports was about forty 
million taels,, or over 80 per cent., less 
than that of the imports, some of the 
causes mentioned by Mr. McKean being 
the competition of India and Ceylon in 
the supply of tea:to Europe, the devas- 
tation caused by’ floods in Chibli, and 
chiefly the’rise in the value of silver— 
from 4s, 3}d. on 28th February for 
Splegraphio transfers to 5s. 34d. on 5th

Besides imports and. exports there is

coast of China many foreigners. and 
much foreign capital’ are engaged in 
quasi-foreign trade in conveying foreign 
and Chinese goods and passengers from 
one port to another; but these men 
and ships exist upon the profits of the 
home trade, and are. part of the agen- 
cies occupied in the purely internal 
commerce: of “he country.”- This is

all. ‘The great increasés in. imports 
were in cotton piece Foods of all kinds, 
and cotton yarn, mainly from India. On 
the subject of cotton yarn Mr. McKean 
says: “The spreading in China of a 
liking for cotton yarn, whose import has 
grown from 108,360 piculs in 1878 to 
228,005 piculs.in 1888, and to 683,468 
piculs in 1888—doubling itself every 
few years—and has now attained. the 
jitude of over 1,000,000 piculs, is 
full of happy augury for the success of 
the mills of China now beginning to 
turn Chinese cotton into yarn.” There 
is, however, as our correspondent showed 
the other day, only a very small margin 
in favour of the Chinese manufacture 
of yarv, snd this margin depends en- 
tirely on the absolute integrity with 
which the mills are conducted by their 
native managers, and the entire absence 
of “squeezing.” How far this integrity 
can be relied upon, it is somewhat 
difficult to say. ‘The increases in what 
are known as foreign sundries, dyes, 
window glass, matches, needles, kerosene 
oil, ete., etc., are as the report says, an 
indication of the acquisition by the 
masses of increased comforts, - It is not 
certain, however, that the consumption 
of these things has increased so much 
as the importation, the latter having 
been stimulated by the general desire 
to take advantage of the high rates of 
exchange, lowering the laying-down 
cost, last year. 

‘The falling-off in the export of tea 
amounted in quantity to 212,000 picnls 
and in value to ‘I'ls. 1,600,000. “This 
falling away of the tea industry,” says 
Mr. McKean, “is a terrible loss to’ the 
people of those parts of China to 
whom it has been a source of wealth 
in the past, and one cannot but hope 
that the means may be found of 
building it up again to its old dimen- 
sions of Hn. ‘T's. 33,500,000 in 1886.” 
The meaus are ready at any moment ; 
there is no doubt. that if the govern- 
ment and the provincial officials were 
to encoutage modern methods of tea- 
manufacture, and the duties and local 
imports were to be reduced,-the tea 
trade in| China. would ‘recover. by leaps 
and bounds. The silk industry is 
equally susceptible of a great extension, 
if. the scheme , recommended by Mr. 
Kleinwachter were adopted. :. ‘The value 
of silk exported last year was less than 
in 1889 by say Tis. 6,000,000. ° This 
staplé, competing. as it does with the 
produce ‘of gold-tsing countries, is 
particularly. sensitive. to fluctuations in 
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exchange,’ while as? it «les not. suff 
by. being *kept, the holders ‘of it are 
able to wait fora better-market. The 
third staple which showed a heavy 
decline was raw cotton which fell off 
by 200,000 piculs in quantity or Tis. 
2,000,000 “in value. <'This backward 
movement was the consequence, we are 
told; “of -a temporary. cessation of de- 
mand for this cotton in Japan, where a 
bad harvest on the one haud disabled 
the:people. from buying as usual, and 
Indian yarn, on the other hand, strove 
to oust all other competitors.” 

‘There remain two other points to’be 
now noted iu this report, Shipping and 
Treasure. ‘The total entries in con- 
nection with the'foreign trade at the 
treaty ports were 2,944,000 tons, ex- 
cluding the janks trading with Hong- 
kong and Macao. The total tonnage 
entered and cleared summed up 
24,876,000 tons, of which more than 
half, or 16 million tons, were British, 
6} inillion Chinese, 14 million German, 
and half-a-million Japanese. ‘The move- 
ments of treasure recorded left a net 
export of gold valued at ‘I's. 1,783,228, 
and of silver ls. 3,557,772, but the 
natural conclusion that the country is 
being drained of its treasure would be 
incorrect, for there is a constant influx 
into China of gold and silver, carried 
by passengers and so escaping record, 
amounting in the year to a total con- 
siderably larger than the loss which the 
Customs’ figures show.

In the event 
of our being involved in a great Euro- 
pean war, our continued hold. on our 
Indian empire and our eastern colouies 
anight well depend on our maintainin; 
the command of the Mediterranean auc 
the Suez Canal, task which might 
tax our strength tothe utmost. ‘The 
Canadian Pacific Railway gives us, with 
its counections, an alternative route 
which we could maintain with far less 
difficulty, and it might actually be to 
our advantage, having that alternative, 
to temporarily make the Suez Canal 
useless.

WHITE WAX. 
26th March, 


Tue native caudles of the north are 
made of sheep’s tallow but those of the 
central provinces are partly manufactur- 
ed from bean oil which is able to be 
utilised for this purpose by the addition 
of white insect wax in the proportion 
of about one-eighth. Where bean oil 
cannot casily be procured the seeds of 
Stillingia sebifera are employed. This 
tree grows most extensively in the south. 
A picul of its seeds yields twenty or 
thirty catties of tallow, aud when this 
hasbeen pressed ont, subsequent grinding 
and steaming result in the production 
of an oil called ching yu out of the 
albumen. Insect-made white wax is 
added in the proportion of three catties 
to a hundred catties of the tallow. It 
is the wax which gives it sufficient 
consistency to remain thoroughly con- 
gealed in ordinary temperatures. From 
Haukow in 1889 about 120,000 piculs 
of the tallow of the tallow tree were 
exported and of. this quantity, nearly 
half found its way to Shanghai in the 
same year. Au enormous quantity of 
candles are made in Shanghai and its 
‘icinity aud the pressing out of bean 
for the manufacture employs a large 
number of water buffaloes. The old 
industry is that which has for many 
ages made use of the tallow tree 
product. ‘The uew has grown out 
of the Newchwang trade which sup- 
plies Shanghai with beans. The vast 
industry which is an -esseutial to 
the use of the vegetable tallow, be- 
gav, we are told about six centuries 
ago Till recently we knew generally 
that the wax is made at Luchou Fu, in 
Avhui, at Kiahing in Chékiang, at 
Hinghua Fu in Fukien, as well as in 
Hunav, in Kweichou, in Yunnan and 
Szechuen. But the processes were never 
fully described and there was a eed 
for fuller information. That want has 
been recently supplied by the inquiries 
of Mr. Alexander Hosie of the British 
Consular service in Szechuan. The tree 
on which the insects produce the wax 
is an inhabitant of a different part of 
the country from that which produces 
the insects. Chinese ingenuity brings 
the insects from their birthplace to 
their new home many miles away and 
sets them to the work of wax-making. 
It is this curious history which “Mr. 














Hosie has been the first thorotighly to 
investigate. 
‘The white. wax ‘insect was frequently 
{ referred to in old works ou China, Que 
object. of Mr. Hosie’s recent journey 
to the Chienchang valley near Mount. 
Omi was to procure from the tree on 
which the insect lives speciniens of the 
foliage aud flowers, for Sir Joseph 
Hooker. ‘These he procured and speci- 
mens of the living tree with the in- 
crusted white wax on it as well as 
samples of the latter as it appears in 
commerce and of the Chinese candles 
made from it. ‘The said valley is 5,000 
feet above the level of the sea and is 
ithe great breeding ground of the insect. 
j The tree is an evergreen with the leaves 
springing in pairs from the braiiches, 
very thick, dark green, glossy, ovate 
and pointed, In May and June it bears 
clusters of white flowers ; succeeded by 
fruit ofa dark purple colour. ‘The Kew 
authorities now say it is the ligustrum 
lucidum or large-leaved privet. Ti 
March Mr. Hosie saw on the trées 
certain brown pea-shaped excrescences 
attached to the bark of the boughs and 
twigs. Opening some larger oues they 
presented either a whitey brown pulpy 
mass, or a crowd of minute insects look- 
ing like flour. ‘Their movements were 
just perceptible to the naked eye.. From 
two to three months later they become 
brown creatures with six legs and a pair 
of antennae. ‘I'hese are the white wax 
insect or coccus pela. ‘There is a beetle 
which is a parasite on the coccus. Itis 
aspecies of brackytarsus. It is found in 
many of the excrescences above -men- 
tioned and burrows in the inner lining 
of the scale which seems to be its food. 
When a scale is plucked from the tree 
the cocci escape by the hole which is 
made. It is in the town of Kiating that 
insect white wax is produced. ‘I'his 
city is 200 miles to the north-east of 
the Chienchang valley. The scales are 
gathered in the valley and made up 
into paper packets of about sixteen 
ouuces each, Sixty of such packets 
make a load and they are conveyed by 
porters from the valley to Kiating in 
the night time. If carried by day the 
insects would develop and escape from 
the scales. As it is, an ounce is lost 
iu transit. A pound of séales in good 
years is sold for half a crown, In bad 
years it is worth twice this amount. 
in favourable years a pound ‘of scales 
roduces four or five pounds of wax. 
iu the plain round Kiating very ‘many 
plots of ‘ground are seen edged with 
stumps from three ot four to twelve feet 
high with numerous sprouts growin, 
from their guarled heads, as on pollard 
willows iu ourown cuuntry. he tree is 
probably Frazi us Chinensis, a kind of 
ash. ‘The leaves spring in pairs from the 
branches: and are light green, ovate, 
pointed, serrated and deciduous. ° Ou 
the arrival of the scales in May they are 
made up in small packets of from twenty 
to thirty scales which are enclosed'in 
a leaf of the wood oil tree. Rice 
straw is used to suspend the packet 
wider the branches of the ash or white 
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sh. holes are. drilled 
the leaf with 2 blunt needle so that the 
insects may: find their way to. the 
branches. through the openiugs. ‘The 
insects creep rapidly’ up to the leaves 
where they. nestle for thirteen days, 
‘They then descend to the branches and 
twigs and take up a position on them. 
Whe females then begin to develop 
seales on which to deposit their eggs, 
and: the imales to excrete:the substance 
known as white wax. It first appears 
as an undereoating on the side of the 
boughs;, and twigs, looking like suow. 
It spreads gradually till in three months 
it isa quarter of av inch thick. In 
a huudred days the deposit is com- 
plete and the branches are lopped 
off. The wax is removed chiefly by 
hand and is placed in an iron pot of 
boiling water. ‘The wax on rising to 
the surface is skimmed off, and deposit- 
ed in a found mould. This is, the white 
wax of commerce. It is used to coat 
the exterior of animal aud vegetable 
tallow candles and to give greater con- 
sistency to the tallow. It is also used 
to size x and cotton goods, to im-

From Haukow each year at 
present about 15,000 piculs of white 
insect wax are exported in a year, and 
the main portion of it finds its way to 
that port from Szechuan, Chinkiang 
absorbs 1,000 piculs, and Shanghai 
14,000 piculs. At Shanghai one half 
is for home use and the other half to 
distribute again to other ports. ‘Tien- 
tsin requires 1,000 piculs, and Canton 
and Swatow a thousand piculs each. 
hus it appears that while Szechuan is 
not: the ouly producing centre of insect 
white wax it produces enough to fur- 
nish the most distant cities with the 
means to wake a sufficient number of 
candles to maintain the temple worship 
as well as to evable the people fate! fi 
where to equip their lanterus for walk- 
ing in the evening, and aid in night 
illumination generally.

They were sleeping on the second 
flvor ofthe building that stood on the edge of 
the canal. One woman, to whom life was 
dear, kept her wits well enough to enable

The income during 
the past year has exceeded the expenditure 
by about Tis. 1,100, and I louk forward to 
even a more favourable balance during the 
current year.

After the usual preliminary business, 
which included the election vf Mr. Morris 
as secretary of the meeting, and the reading.

‘The CHATRMAN snid-—As the report and 
accounts have been for some days in your 
hands, T shall assume that you will ae dsual 
take them as read unless uny shareholder 
expresses a wish to the contrary. ‘The first 
res-lution which will be placed before 
you is 

‘That the Report and Accounts us presented 
be passed. 

Before putting this resulution I shall com- 
upoii these accounts and the present 
position of the Company, and shall then be 
happy to hear what any shareholder has 
to say upon the subject or to give any 
furtlier information which may be con 
idered necessary. As compared with last 
year our earnings after deducting the agents’ 
‘commission show an increase of Tle, 5,181.72 
andthe expenses a reduction of Tis.'3,306.74. 
The misfortunes which have fallen upon 
the company have forved upon the Directors 
the necessity of coutinued unsparing re- 
trenchment anda further reduction 
may be expected to result under this 
head at the end of the current year. 
In accordance with the wish expressed by 
shareholders last year the accounts are 
now presented in considerable detail which 
will enable you hereafter to watch the 
expenditure more closely, The: net earn- 
“ings are Tis, 14,453.03 against ‘Tle. 5,964. 
in 1889 aud ‘Tis. 16,825.27 in 1888, which 
was the first complete year since the in- 
corporation of the present company. The 
earnings are theréfure about 144 per cent. 
up the capital against 6 per cent. Jast 
Tn the meantime I may remark 
hat the. principal savings ave been on 
portage bills and coal; the cust of which last 
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year'‘were Tis. 16,613 and ‘Tis. 8,092 
respectively. The net earnings, increased 
to Tis. 19,625.69 by the balance carried 
forward from last year, would have enabled 
us to recommend a handsome dividend had 
it not been for the legacy from the previous 
year of th suit in the tase of the Fulee 
v. Gutslag which the Directors took every 
means iu their power to avoid, by proposing 
and urging that the matter should be 
settled ‘by arbitration. ‘The. reoult has 
deen that this company has had to pay 
Taels 12,453, and the remainder has 
been swallowed up by the sums written 
off for depreciation less a small balance 
which will be to a considerable extent ex- 
tinguished by legal expenses yet to be 
paid in connection with the collision 
above mentioned. This unfortunately 
not the only casualty with which this 
company has been afflicted. At the close 
of the last year a collision took place 
between two of our boats the Fullee 
and the Fairy, in consequence of which 
the latter sank, and has not thus far been 
raised, rough ‘Weather having prevented 
any steps being taken for that purpose. 
‘As soon as salvage operatiuns are practical 
we shall ascertain whether the Fairy can 
be raised with any prospect that her value 
will recoup the outlay. If not, she has 
been written down to Tis. 15,000, and 
ag all our other buats are in excellent con- 
dition and staud in our books at moderate 
valuations, the capital is only affected for 
the present to the extent of Ths. 15 per 
share which it is to be hoped « prosperous 
season may cvable us to write off during 
the present year. At all events there 
seems no reason why our stock should 
stand in the market at a depreciation of 
three times the actual deficit of capital. 
In the event of the Fairy proving irre- 
coverable it will be necessary very soon to 
take steps to replace her by another boat. 
As I mentioned two yearsago, the Directors 
inad it iv ountemplation to dispuse of the 
Fairy ws ole was not quite suited to the 
Company's requirements, a more powerful 
boat being desirable. We propose there- 
fore to emieavour to obtain a steamer 
superior to the best of our remainin; 
bouts. If we can obtain such a vessel 
in perfect order, ready built, at a lower 
cost than we should have ‘to pay for 
f@ new one, we shall of course avail of 
the opportunity, but if our researches 
in this direction should prove fruitless we 
shall have to contract for a new boat which 
can probably be done to as good advantage 
here as anywhere else. ‘Towards the cost 
of a new buat xe have Tis. 18,000 in cash 
and for the additional outlay that may be 
required we must have recourte to a loan 
unless our earnings meanwhile obviate the 
‘The Naval Court which was held 
to enquire into the sinking of the s,s. Fuiry, 
found that errors of judgment had been 
committed by the Masters of both the tugs. 
Under the circumstances the directors have 
had to dispense with the services of Mr. 
John Roberts who commanded the Fairy 
and have decided to retain Mr. 0. Roberts 
who is now in command of the Rocket. 
‘The prospects of the present year seem fair. 
‘The ordinary business of the Company 
is not expected to show much varia 
tion, but as 15 kerorene ships are on the 
way to Shanghai, perhaps a larger amount 
than last year may be looked for. ‘The 
earnings during the past year from slvage 
and hire of tugs were unusually small, and 
according to the doctrine of averages may 
be expected to show a better result during 
the current year. The Directors frel 
therefore that they are not too sanguine in 
recommending the shareholders not to 
with their shares at the present low prices. 
In conclusion I have to remark that at 
later period you will have to appoint a 
Director in the place of the one retiring by 
rotation, who on this occasion is myself, as 
Tam not desirous of remaining longer in the 
post and consequently do not seek re-

therefore if the: shareholders will elect a 
gentleman in whom they have confidence 
in my stead, and trust that his efforts and 
those of his’ co-Directors will inaugurate a 
happier condition of afairs than it lias been 
the Company’s lot to experience fur the 
last two years. 

‘Mr. Mrpprerox ssid the entry with re- 

rd to the Fuiry was misleading. The 

irectors had written off Tis. 5,000 as de- 
preciation, whereas there had becn a loss, 
as it was pretty well understood that there 
was not much chance of raising the Fairy. 

The Cuamsran said the accounts were 
up to Bist December, and the loss of the 

‘airy, if it was a loss, occurred on 24th 
December. Consequently it would not have 
been correct to make any immediate prov 
sion beyond depreciation. ‘The prospect 
of raising the Fairy was uow very small, 
but the Directors could nut come to that 
conclusion when the accounts were made 
up. They had had bosts sunk before which 
had been afterwards raised, and they 
liad no reason to suppose until lately 
that the same could uot be done with the 
Fairy, The worst of it was that the loss 
took Tis. 15,000 from the capital account. 

‘Mr. Mippierow asked for an explanation 
of the item “J. Roberts, diver; account 
his P/note, Tis. 35.” 

The Cuan said the arrangement 
with Mr. Roberts was that whenever any 
diving operation took place for which he 
was entitled to be paid, half the amount 
was to be refunded to the Company. ‘The 
amount owing was written off as a bad 
debt, owing to the uncertainty of recover- 
ing it, aud whatever was received was put 
down as profit. 

Mr. Mrpperox--I heard there was a 
law-suit likely to ensue in connection with 
this mouey which he is said to owe the 
company. 

‘The Cuarmwa-—I think the less we talk 
about law-suits the better. 

Mr. Gove: said that last year the ealvage 
apparatus was valued at Tis. 4,250. Frow 
this Tls.

REPORT OF DIRECTORS. 

For presentation at the General Meeting of 
Shareholders to be held on 25th March, 1891. 

‘The Directors in presenting to the Share- 
holders the 27th Annual Report, are pleased 
to be able to point out that the accompanying 
Statement of Accounts for the year 1890 does. 
not differ from many preceding ones in 
showing a very satisfactory state of the Com- 
pany’s business. 

The net profit for the year is Tis. 40,947.18 
from which should be deducted the following 
amounts: ‘Tis. 12,000, dividend for the six 
months endiog June 30th 1890 paid July 9th 
last ; Tis. 10,018.96 written off for depreciation 
of Land, Buildings, Plant, etc., and ls. 5,500 
carried to Reserved Fund Account making that 
amount ‘Tis. 100,000. The balance carried 
forward to this year’s account is Tls. 16,959.81, 
out of which the dividend for the half year 
ending December ist, 1890, Ts. 12,000, was 
paid on 15th January last. 

‘As will be seen from the accounts the policy 
of writing off largely for depreciation has been 
continued, As the Reserved Fund now standa 
at half the amount of the Capital, it would 
seem to be unnecessary to further increase it. 

‘The quantity of gas sold was 2,444,103 eubie 
feet more than during the previous twelve 
months, being practically 9% increase. That 
the receipts were only Tis. 389.95 over those 
of 1889 was owing to the reduction in the 
price, of 25 cts. per 1,000 cubic feet to private 
constimers and 30 cts. per lamp per month to 
the Conneil, from the Ist of July last. A 
contract was made with the Council for three 
years from the Ist of Jaly 1890 for the lighting 
of a portion of the Settlement with a not less 
number of lamps than at present, at the rate 
of 32.70 per lamp per month. 

The consumption among the Chinese con- 
tinues to show a steady increase. 

‘The receipts from residual products were 
over Tis. 2,000 greater than last year. 

The coal carbonised was but 48 tons more 
than in 1889, while the gas produced was 
nearly one million cubic feet more. 

‘A contract has been made with Messrs, 
Woyd & Co., for the erection of a holder of 
119,000 cubic feet capacity, to be ready by 
November 1891, when there will be a total 
stonige capacity of 319,00, cubic feet. 

The leakage was but little over 7% against 
10, the previous year.

manner as to put it in a shape Tmight have 
to refuse my sauction to. Such would 
imperil the normal revenue. I would sug- 
gest that Mr. Foster should put his proposal 
in the form of a separate resolution instead 
of as an amendment, 

Mr. Foster agreed to this and Mr. 
Greaves’ resolution, seconded by Mr. C, W. 
Gordon, was then put to the meeting aud 
carried unanimously. 

Mr. Foster then said, in answer to the 
Chairman’s remarks, that it would be easy 
to show, at least in regard to two of the 
low-lying lots, that they had cost the 
Council from time to time a considerable 
sum of money. Two years ago the Council 
made a connexiun between these, lots 
and ove of the maiu drains of- the 
Concession, which cost something. A 
year later’ it was found necessary to 
carry a quantity of earth to the’ spot 
to embank the mouth of the drain for 
the purpose Of keeping water from the 
drain pouring into the Tot, Last autumn. 
a number of cvolies had been employed to 
pump the lots dry after the flood had aub- 
sided, In addition to this the speaker 
said he, himself, bad in various ways spent: 
a considerable sum in lessening the nuisance 
he complained of. He moved that x tax 
be imposed on each of the low-lying lors, 
which would reimburse the Council for the 
hey had incurred in dealing with 

he though the tax should be 
sufficiently high, to enable the Council to 
raise these lots, at once, at least above the: 
level of the main drain; ab present they 
were below it, 

But before putting a resolution on the 
subject he would like to ask the Chairman 
he was prepared to sanction such a re- 
lation because if the Chairman was not 
disposed to give his sanction, it would be u 
waste of time discussing it. 

‘Mr. Gardner said all I can at present say 
is that I will give any resolution passed by 
the majority of the Landrenters my best 
consideration. Even if ultimately the 
means suggested by the meeting to mitigate 
the evil complained of are such that Iam 
unable to sauction them, the discussion in 
my opinion will be exceedingly useful in 
aany ways, for instance it will enable me 
to bring the whole matter to the cognisance 
of Her Majesty’s Minister. 

Dr. John said that either by the means 
Mr. Fuster had proposed or by some other 
means, the nuisance complaiued of ought 
tobe done away with, and that immedinte- 
ly. If nothing could be done to compel 
landowners to meet the expense of raising 
their ground, the taxpayers ought thém- 
selves to bear the expense. The healthi- 
ness of every part of the Concession con- 
cerned the whole community, He him- 
self would be glad if necessary to con 
bute his share of the expense of filling u; 
whatever low-lying ground still remain: 
in the Concession, and he felt sure others 
would be glad to do the same. He hoped 
the Council would at all costs put the mat- 
ter through. 

Mr. Reynell said—I quite agree with all 
that Mr. Foster and Dr. John have said on 
the subject of low-lying lots, which are, it 
is an undoubted fact, s great source of 
nuisance if not an absolute danger to the 
bealth of the Concession. I do not see how 
the Council can undertake to raise’ them 
on their own responsibility, that is, without 
the consent of the Landrenters; more 
especially in. the face of what has already 
been said regarding the expense of lega 
proceedings against the owners in the event 
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of theit refusivg to reimburse the Munici- 
pality for the outlay. 

In the first place I would beg to point 
out that. the Landrenters have some very 


heavy expenses to meet. this year, notably 
the new Police Station and Roads ; some of 


which latter require extensive repairs and 
I estimate after carefully going into the 
question of revenue that we sball have a 
very small balance at our credit at the end 
of the. current year. Iu the event of our 
expending money on the raising of these 
low-lying lots we can make a satisfactory 
arrangement with the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Bank for an overdraft, but I do not see 
why we should burden ourselves in this 
respect, if any possible means can be devised 
to enforce the raising of these lots by th 
respective owners. 

‘The Council have been put to a cer 
amount of expense annually for draining 
and pumping out these lote and I certait:ly 
agree with Mr. Foster that they would be 
empowered to levy tax on the owners of the 
property to enable them to recover whatthey 
expend in endeavouring to mitigate the 
nuisance complained of. What further steps 
can be adopted in regard tothewatter I think 
might, as the Chairman suggests, be left 
till later ou when we shall see what effect 
the imposition of a tax will have upou the 
owners of the lots referred to. Owners of 
other lots which were considered a nuisance 
to the Settlement have generously come for- 
ward in response to the petition made by 
the residents in 1889 and have raised thens, 
and it is to be hoped that the owners of the 
lots now complained of, will follow the 
god example set them. 

After some further conversation, Mr. 
Foster moved the following resolution, 
which was seconded by Mr, Greaves, 


‘That the Council levy an additional tax of 
‘Tis. 100 per lot. on every low-lying lot which 
has hitherto been a public nuisance and pre- 
judicial to the Commanity : and the amounts 
ao levied be expended on lessening the nuisance 
by filling up the lots complained of, unless the 
owners of or agents for these lots’ enter into 
‘an agreement to fill them up immediately. 


In proposing this resolution Mr. Fuster 
suid that while the nuisance arising from 
stagnant water was specially felt by those 
who lived near it, the health of the whole 
community was endangered by the exist- 
ence of pools of stagnant water in the 
Conosesion. They cued walaria and 
ever ing along the roads, espe- 
cially at sight, whe lisble to suffer from ho 
effects of it. 'He therefore hoped no 
tinction would be drawn between one lot 
and another, but that the tax would be 
levied equally on all lots) which being 
below the level of the roads were liable to be- 
come pools in summer, and that the Council 
would be empowered ‘with the proceeds of 
this tax to gradually fill all the lots up. 

‘The resolution was then put to the 
meeting and carried by « large majority, 
there being 64 for and 6 against. 

Mr. Reynell proposed, Mr. Whistler 
seounded— 

That all other Taxes be levied as before, 
and that the Council. be empowered to assess 
new buildings. 

Crrried unanimously. 

Mr. Whistler said there were other 
nuisances on the Concession as well as low- 
lying lots. The drain from Messrs, Mol- 
chanoff, Pechatnoff & Co.’s factory is and 
has. been a continual nuisance ; from time 
to time attempts have been made to 
improve this drain, but no apparent good 
has been done, I will therefore propuse if 
some one will second me— 

‘That Messrs Molchanoff, Pechatnoff & Co.'s 
drain be ent off. 

Mt. Greaves remarked that uuvless Mr. 
‘Whistler Songer prog ary heard rr ie 
for carrying off the drainage, he thought it 
would be better to leave the drain nit is. 

Mr. Reynell at Mr. Pechatnoff's request 
said that the drain conuecting Messrs.

withthe river had been” entirely” reoon- 
structed. At the: factory. ventilators. are 
being made connecting with the factory 
chimneys and the strong draught would 
no doubt carry off the obnoxious gases 
hitherto arising from the old drain. Mr: 
Reynell thought it would only be fair to 
give the mew construction a trial before 
Proceeding to harsh measures. 

‘The Chairman remarked that he was 
glad the subject had bee brought forward, 
no doubt the explanation given by Mr. 
Pechatnoff through Mr. Reyuell would be 
satisfactory to the Landrenters.. There was 
every reason to hope that the scheme 
devised by Messrs. Molchanoff, Pechatnoff 
& Co. would be thoroughly successful in 
‘carrying off the obnoxious vapours, und whil 
congratulatingMr. Whistler ou having elicit- 
ed this satisfactory information he pre- 
sumed Mr. Whistier would not wish tu 
press his resolution, ‘The resolution was 
at once withdrawn. 

‘The Chairman then asked if avy one 
wished tu bring forward other business. 

Mr. Smith remarked on the present 
state of the Police Force, pointing out 
that two Assistant Superintendeuts had 
resigned within the past twelve month 
and suggested that now we have tu agai 
fill the position, it is worth the Council 
‘considering whether it would not be better 
to get a good man from Hongkong, a ti 
expired army sergeant, and 
100 per mensem, retaining 
his present salary. The 
be ouly ‘Tis, 600 per annuum: and 
trouble, it would be well to have a man in 
Hankow who knew something about drill 
and could organise thy foreigners into a 
defence company at a short notice. 

Replying to Mr. Foster, Mr. Smith 
disclaimed any insinuations regarding Mir. 
Wilson aud ouly suggested the matter for 
the Council's cousideratic 

Dr. Griffith John said he did not see the 
necessity fur increasing the police expeuses, 
the order in the Concession had been well 
kept, and he thought it would be wore 
advautageous to use the money in raising 
the low-lying lots. 

Mr. Reyuell agreed with Mr. Smith's 
remarks, he thought it a very excellent 
suggestion to get x man who could put the 
foreigners through a proper course of drill 
80 that they cuuld act as an orgauised body 
in case of necessity, but he again drew 
attention to the financial position and said 
be did not think it advisable to increase 
the expenditure this year. 

He took the oppurtunity ale to express 
the Council's regret at the retirement of 
Mr, Baukier, who during his stay in Han- 
kow had proved himself efficient in his 
work and always ready to do what was 
required of him. 

‘The Chairman euggested that the matter 
vf the Police hud better be left entirely 
in the hands of the Council. The Police 
Report for the past year shows well, aud in 
the question of keeping order in the Con- 
cession he thought the Council should be 
left with a free hand. He added that if the 
Landrenters knew, as well as he and the 
Council did, the difficulties the Police here 
had to contend with, they would be well 
satisfied with the manner Police duties 
were performed. Personally he would 
wish the force to be ine in numbers 
as soon as the Cuuneil considered the funds 
would permit. The matter then dropped 
and there being no further business a vote 
of thanks to the Chairman proposed by Mr. 
Greaves and seconded by Mr. Whistler 
concluded the proceedings.

Similar accounts have been 
received from other quarters, and so we 
have the assurance that the help given has 
been an immense blessing, and that the 
present condition of things is satisfactory.

Drax Mz. Mormeap,—I enclose here- 
with a statement showing. my. receipts 
and disbursements in the Famine Relief 
business, 4 . 

‘The amounts, with the-exception of Tis. 
2,000 for Mr. Webster, are all in Newehwang 
(or Ying-tsii) taels. All remittances: from 
Shanghai were nt once converted itito the 
local sums, the tael of this place being “a 
little different from that of Shanghai, 

Dr. Westwater originally intended to use 
about Tis. 1000 ina public work . which 
would have produced much and lasting good 
in a very poor district. He found, however 
that litigation was likely to arise and 20 he 
wisely refused to contribute any funds out 
of the Famine Relief contributions and 
returned me Tis. 1,000. Of this. suin I 
remitted Tis. 600 to Tientsin, as there 
was evidently very urgent need for help 
there; and this country was at tlhe time 
comparatively free from distress. Of theTls. 
400 which remained the Rev. W. W. Shiaw 
spent ull but a few taels in relieving people 

ho were in extreme poverty—in starvation 
in fact—in one of the poorest and ‘niost 
heavily afflicted districts in the country. 

The extreme poverty and distress which 
prevailed in this particular district were in 
‘a great measure due to the total destruction 
ofa part of a great. embank 
this embankment first gave 
patched up so badly that the flov 
made it worse. ‘The poople of the district 
were sv utterly devoid of all resources that 
they could-not help themselves and they 
were only becowing more antl more miser- 
able. On being informed of the stato of 




































affairs I consulted with some of the i 
the 





ers who had distributed relief i 
istrict aud who knew it thorough 
then went to visit the place, to 
the embankment, and see what could be 
done. While on’ the spot I agreed. to don- 
ibute of Relief, Funds about Tis, 300 
if the headman of the sieirest. yillage, 
in whose house I ‘was, lodged,” would 
guarantee to have the work begun and 
carried out before the. rainy,” season. 
The other conditions’ were that wo native 
official of auy kind was to be asked’ to 
interfere, that all work was to be done by 
the poor peasants of the lucality, that uo 
earth was to be taken from their lands or 
from any part within the embaiikment, 
and that either I or a foreign friend was to 
be at liberty to inspect the work at any 
time. These conditions were all complied 
with, the embankment was put ini thorough 
repair, the Rev. Mr. Shaw kindly, went 
twice to see the work, aud the embabk- 
ment has been proncunced to be fairly 
good and strong. Some of the fardis pro- 
tected by it had crops last year for the first 
time for several years. The poor people 
of the district have been very grateful, and 
have shown their gratitude in several ways, 
AS one. token of this grateful feeling, the 
sent to the Consulate tablet and, sill 
scroll inscribed with words of thankful 
appreciation, 
‘The missionaries carried on the charitable 
work which they bad begun until the good 
harvest of 1889 placed the people in such 
circumstances that they could te sclf-de- 
pendent. Mr. Webster, as you” know, 
saved several little orphan children from 
death by starvation and took them into 
the mission premises in Moukden, These 
little orphans are uow clothed and. well 
cared for, and there is no fear of them 
having to be cast adrift for want of funds. 
As you are aware, the disasters of Inst year - 
in Shautung and Chihli drove many people 
from their homes in those two proviuices.” 
Hundreds of poor refugees, men, women 
and children from Shantuug pass conetautly 
through Haich‘éng and other towtis- of 
‘Manchuria on their way northward.

COLLISIONS AT SEA. 


The Congress. of the United’ States of 
America hes passed an Act dealing with 
collisions at sea, and enacting penalties in 
the event of vither vessel not standing by 
to render assistance, if it be needed, and 
of not giving to the other vesse! particulars 
enabling identification. A failure to do so, 
without reasonable cause, renders a master 
quilty of misdemeanor, and liable to» 
penalty of $1,000, or of imprisomment for 
a term not exceeding two: years, and, 
further, his yessel will be held responsi 
for the collision, The following are the 
terms of the Act :— 

“+ Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that in 

ry case of collision between two vessels 
aliwil be the duty of the master or person 
in charge of each vessel, if and so far us he 
can do eo without serious danger to his own 
vessel, crew, and if 
stay by the other 
ascertained that she has uo need of further 
assistance, and to render to the other vessel, 
ler master, crew, aud, passengers 
such ussistance as may be practicable au 
as may be necessary in order to save them 
from any danger caused by the collision, 
and also to give to the master or person 
charge of the other vessel the name of hi 
own vessel and her port of registry, or the 
port or place to which she belongs, and also 
the name of the ports and place from which 
and to which she is bound. If he fails so 
tu do, and no reasonable cause for such 
failure: is shown, the collision shall, in 
the absence of proof to the contrary, be 
dvemied to have been caused by his wrung- 
ful act, neglect, or default. 

“Sec. 2. ‘That every mister or person 
“in charge of a United States vessel, who 
fails, without reasonable cause, to render 
such assistance or give such information as 
aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of mis- 
demeanour, and shall be liable to a 
penalty of $1,000, or imprisonment for 
a term not exceeding two years; and 
for the above sum the vessel shall be liable 
and may be seized and proceeded against 

process in any district court of the 
United States by any person ; one half such 
sum.to be payable to the informer aud the 
other half to the United States. 

“See, 3. That this Act shall take effect 
ata time to be fixed by the President by 
proclamation issued for that purpuse.
